He preught water from Salspude creek three miles away,tuilt the buildings

Senta Inez. As wes the case with all of’ the Missions , they hecame the provicers 
for supplies for the Mexican Goverumeny ,and this churcn wee een eccount 
for 410,000. Tre final inventory in 1836 showed a value of 4¥60,000,but the 


property was sold to John Temple for $1,200. 
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MissionLe Purisima : 

In I9'5 all that remained of this Mission was the fast disintregating 
Monastery.lhe property had been acquired ty the Ynion O11 Company as part 
of adjacent o11 territory and they deeded it to the Landmarks Clubfor res- 
toration,but the property reverted because the club could not raies the 
necessary $1,000 for restoration, yan 

In 1933 1t was proposed that a CCC Camp be located here for the purpose 
of restoring the entire group of buildings. In 1934 a 200 camp moved in , 
the necessary land needed for a State Park having been deeded to the State 
Perks. 

A committee of seven santa Barbara hnistoriansacted as a guidefor authority 
and the Bancroft Library of the University of California,Mission records, 
and authorities from various places contributed. Mr H.V.Smith was the Frojet 
director and Mr Frederick C Hagerman was the resident Architect. 

ihe work continued from July 1934to late in 1938. 

Through out the work painstaking research was exercised to create authentic 
$c reproductions. “he material used was what was excavated or manufactured 
and all together about 200,000 adote bricks,75,000 roof tile and 50,900 
floor tile were made and placed. The tuildings reproduced comprised the 
Monastery,the Shops and the Chapel,in all extending for over Iooo feet. 

the results are most most gretifing.the work wes painstakingly executed, 
and most carefully carried out and will serve as 8 guide for all future 
restoration work. |

This Mission never revived after secularization. When this 
picture was made in I660,the deterioration of this remaining 
building was very evident and the earthquakes of 1906 and 
I925 completed the destruction.

i Mission Santa Inez. 


Three of the M ions were dedicated to women saints--Santa Bartara,Santa Clar?g 
and this one,o Inez--in bnglish, Saint Agnes. It 18 situated thirty five 
miles over the San Marcos Pass from Santa Barbara,in the Santa Inez Valley. 
The river of the same name pe nnee the water ,the Jand\"f ex ‘tile, and aside from 
seme Indian troutles,the affairs of the Mission prospered. It was Padre 

Calzada who develope .d the Mis Tee during the firs trying years from 1804 to 
IgI4, Padre Uria was in charge of tuilding the chur chen a rebuilding after 
the earthqueke of I8I2. The greatest era of prosperity was in I8I9 when there 
were 786 neophytes besides large stocks of erain and livestock. The Mission 


possessed some of the handsomest brass and silver ornaments , together with 


eameay. of great beauty and the original stations of the Cross remain to 


‘this day. Jose M.Rameraz as receiver,returned an inventory value of 9056, 437, 


aneli ee p4,000 for church ornaments and $6,251 for library,etc. the Colleg e 
of Senta Inez was founded in 1644 with a land grant of six leagues, but was 
discontinued in I1850,although the land grant was sustained,

In 1880 this was the condition of the Mission./fhe quadrangle and halt 
of the monastery had succumed to the ravages of earthquake and decay, 
but the ahches eemaln,.

Beautiful for situation" was the spot selected for thisthe only Mission 
founded during the first decade of the nineteenth century and it was 
Governor Boricea who called it and Calafornie “the most peaceful and 
quiet country on earth." the native population was reported to number 
overa thouseand,and the fact that they were frequently engaged 1n petty 
hostilities among themselves rendered it necessary to employ unusual 
care in initieting the new enterprise. The first church erected was 
not eleborate,cut it was roofed with tilew,in Isei2 the earthquake xau 
caused a partial collapse of this structure. The corner of the church 
fell,roofs were ruined, wails cracked,and many buildings near vty were 
destroyed. his was a sericus calamity rut the padres seemed undaunted 
end in 1817 completed the new church of brick end adobe which remains 
today.

The earthquake of 19067 wrecked the cf@mpanilée- and it was replaced with 
this one of reinforcad concrete.It will te noted that there are three 
bell arches instead of ywo as in the original,tut still the effect 1s 
still very pleasing.In 1843 the management of the Mission was restored 
te the frisrs,tut the former conditions of prosperity had passed away, 
never to return.Two years later the estate was rented for $580.per 
year,and was finally sold in 1846 for $1700.In the meantime an eccles- 
lastical college was opened at Santa Inez in 1844.A land grant had been 
obtained from the government,and an assignment of $500.per year to the 
seminery on condition that no Californian in search of a higher educat- 
1on should ever te excluded from its doors.But the project met with 
only temporary success,and was abandoned after a brief existence of

One of the exploded myths which time and researcp have exploded 18 that 
of the general telief that the “1ss1on Indian was a shiftless and use- 
less adjunct to the Missions.Here let 1t te understood that he was not 
the thoughtless,unimaginative ,irreligicus trutal savage which this ~ 
opinion has created.He t hought,and thought well,tut still eoriginelly. 
He wes religious,profoundly and powerfully so,but in his own way He 

was @ philosopher,tut not according to Hittell;he was a worshiper, but 
not after the method of Serr#,Palou,and their priestly coadjutors. 

In the lest decade of the century a decided and successful effort was 
made to promote manufacturing.Skilled artisans were sent from Mexico, 
under government pay to teachvarious trades to the neophytes,thus making 
the beginning of technicel schools in Califernia.They were taught stone 
cutting,trick laying etc at San Carlos;the women tecame the tailors 

and weavers. 

The Indians taught the padres the art of jerking teef to preserve it; 
as workers in leather they have seldom been surpassed; “hey made soap 
and tallow candles;lumber was manufactured in large quantities and a 
few of the indians might be classed as high class cabinet makers as well 
as iron workers.Of course all of the tile for roofing,the brick for Ex 
bu1llding purposes,terre cotta pipe tor water and adobe bricks were 

all the product of the Indians.

Padre Lasuen, writing from San Gabriel petitioned Anza to bring him a 
new habit to cower his nakedness.He had mended his old one for months. 
Now 1t would no longer hold a patch ,éeven if he had a patch which he 
nad'nt."This may te the reasonjne said, "that the Indians are friendly 
to me, 'Similktude est causa de amour',and with such scanyb clathing I 
womeems much as they are", 
“When Father Serra ascepted the finality of approaching death,he sume 
moned Padre Lesuen to Carme] and gave over to him the administration 
of his teloved Missions. Bancroft places the work of Lasuen above that 
of Serra forgetting that 1f there had teen no Serra there would not 
nave been any Lasuen.

It was then that the ever present thorn in the person of the 


Civil government,represented ty Governos Borica,installed a civilian | 


colony on the tank of the San Lorenzo River Cpposite to the Mission, 
in Spite of the vigorous protests from the church.This move constit- 
uted a source of cconstant troubte and aventually wrecked the Mission. 
When the raider Borchard threatened all of the settlements,all of 

the movable posessions of the Mission were moved to Soledad.This 

was seized upon by Colonel Buelna of Branciforte the new settlement 
to systamatically loot the Mission. Various other hostile agencies 
also conspired against them resulting in the complete abandonment 


of the Mission.Not a trace of the Bu1lldings remain today.

It was from here that the renegade Indian,uwstanislaus,with a 
strong following fled to the interior,raiding cattle and supplies 
from the ranchers and generally creating a greta nuisance.He was 
finally suppressed by General Vallejo but his fame still survives 
as his name waspgiveni.to a County and a river-Stanislaus.
